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Army, Navy Plan to Send 250,000: 
To Colleges for Specialist Training 


NEW YORK, Nov. 28 (AP).— 
Facing a heavy loss in enrollment 
due to operation of the draft law, 
colleges and universities learned 
today that their classrooms may 
be filled by 250,000 men from the 
armed forces under a plan ex- 
pected to be outlined in detail 
within the next two weeks. 

This proposed large scale con- 
version of many of the nation’s 
institutions of higher learning into 
training bases was disclosed yes- 
terday by Lieut. Col. Harley B. 
West of the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff, who emphasized that

He told a meeting of the —S 
States Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools that the Gov- 
ernment would like to set the plan 
in operation at the earliest pos-

England is already drawing plans for 
the rebuilding of London and its bombed 
districts. Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill has already said Great Britain 
will hold onto her own and there will be 
no disintegration of the British Empire. 

I have spent much time in England 
and was always impressed with one of 
its slogans: “England has no eternal 
friends. England has no eternal ene- 
mies. England has only eternal inter- 
ests.” 

Great Britain undoubtedly has its 
peace plans. We would do well to get our 
peace plans detailed, and since Great 
Britain and the United States will be in 
substantial position in peace negotiations, 
these two nations should now exchange 
views with the idea of a permanent 
peace. We seek no lands or privileges, 
only a permanent livable peace, a “live 
and let live” peace. We should see to it 
now and request Great Britain to do 
what is necessary in “give and take” to 
insure permanent peace. 

The United States has idealistically 
and seriously gone in body and soul, giv- 
en of itself and its people, put a debt and 
taxes on generations to come to save 
humanity, The United States should and 
must see that peace for humanity is 
final. It is time for the United States 
and Great Britain to get together. 

Under Secretary of State Sumner 
Welles’ address, detailed in your paper 
last Sunday, urges agreement now on 
Allied terms for peace and a free world 
—that the United Nations should deter- 
mine in advance the form of internation- 
al organization to go into effect at once 
after victory. 

It is also hoped many people read in 
the same issue your splendid editorial 
on Mr. Churchill’s magnificent oppor- 
tunity for another attempt to solve the 
problem of India.

THE BATTLE OF TOULON. | 

A question which has caused leaders of the war- 

ring nations to lie awake at night past two. 
years—namely, disposition of the French fleet at 
Toulon—has been settled in a way that has many ' 
compensations for the United Nations. 
It was a formidable array of warships that lay in 
Toulon harbor—three capital ships, four heavy and 
three light cruisers, 25 destroyers, 26 submarines, 
besides numerous other craft. It was a concentra- 
tion that represented the formidable maritime power 
of the once great Republic of France. | | 

It is officlally admitted in the communique o 
the German xigh command that “part of the French 
fleet has scuttled itself.” A Vichy broadcast, re- 
corded by Reuters, the British news agency, says: 
“By orders of Admiral de Laborde, vessels of the 
French squadron at Toulon scuttled themselves.” 
The Associated Press says that all the 62 French 
warships at Toulon were scuttled as the Germans 
attempted to seize them. “France’s old glory sank 
into the grave,” said a Nazi broadcaster. 

So.it appears that the great prize, for which 
French, German, British and American diplomacy 
played a long and complicated game, is at the bot- 
tom of Toulon harbor. With it, the Germans have 
lost their last chance at meeting the surface navies 
of Britain and the United States on anything like 
fightable terms, They must now fall back on their 
U-boats and the few, if formidable, surface ships 
that.they have in the Northern seas. 

It would have been a windfall, of course, for the 
United Nations’ cause, especially considering our 
needs in the Far East, if the French Grand Fleet 
had weighed anchor and steamed over to us in 
Africa. Why it did not, in view of the magnificent 
and successful resistance to German seizure shown 
by the French commanders, some of whom paid with 
their lives, is a question that must wait for answer. 
One suggested answer is that the ships were without 
fuel and could not sail. Another is that they had 
no air#power and thus might have been sitting 
ducks for German air attack, since the Luftwaffe 
had been scouting the harbor carefully. 

It has been contended that the French fleet was 
of much more value to the Germans than to us be- 
cause these ships were the product of French tech- 
nicians and French industry, which are at the com- 
mand of the Germans.- We should have had to 
manufacture special ammunition to fit the French 
guns, to master French mechanisms throughout the 
ships and to adapt our industry to replacements and 
refittings different from those used on American 
warships. We might also have had to train crews. 
All this would have delayed our effective use of 
the French fleet, while the Germans might have put 
it to instant use. 

In any case, the Germans have not only lost a 
sea force of great power with which they might have 
harassed the new expeditionary force in North 
Africa, but they have been confronted with the only 
real resistance in continental France since Petain, 
Laval and others sold out the Republic in 1940. The 
Germans have successfully attempted to woo and 
intimidate French leaders, but at Toulon, when the 
great test came, the gallant sailors of the French 
Navy ignored the Vichy Government and took the 
law into their own hands. 

Throughout France, from Normandy to the Mari- 
time Provinces, from Brittany’s bleak coast to the 
Alps, the action at Toulon must have brought a 
thrill of pride to the people and a new feeling of 
revulsion for the conquerors. The heart of the 
French people must now be in Africa, where the 
forces of retribution are gathering to defeat the 
Nazi tyrants and to bring deliverance to the old 
France, the France that bled at Verdun and on the 
Marne. 

Meantime, the desperate Hitler has suffered what 
is tantamount to. a gigantic naval defeat and has 
won only more hundreds of miles of coastline to 
defend against the mounting strength and the ap- 
proaching forces of the United Nations. And, as 
he rushes to defend the French and Italian coasts 
from possible invasion from North Africa, his arm- 
ies at Stalingrad—the city which he faithfully 
promised would be taken—are fighting a defensive 
action against the encircling Russians. 

‘Friday, Nov. 27, will always be a red-letter day 
in the history of the sea and in the annals of this 
war. It is the day on which the Germans lost the 
Battle of Toulon. 
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IT’S UP TO MR. BIDDLE. 

Senator Truman took to the radio the other night 
to tell the American people about the houses built 
at Linwood, N. J., for workers in the Kearny ship- 
yards. They are so bad, he said, that many people 
are refusing to move into them, and those who have 
are refusing to pay their rent. Yet these “health 
menaces” cost more than $6000 each. 

There was “outrageous and inept planning, faulty 
construction and poor supervision,” Truman said, 
“but the Government was footing all the bills and 
paying the contractor many thousands of dollars as 
a fee for this appalling job.”

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THE THIRD FRONT. 

No Ziff or Seversky is Air Marshal Sir Patrick 
Playfair, veteran British airman, yet he thinks not 
sufficient value has been given to the importance 
of British air raids on Germany. 

Raids on the Reich are a far different story than 
the blitz against London, he says, not only because 
R. A. F. and A. A. F. ships are better equipped for 
their work, but also because the explosives and in- 
cendiaries now being dropped are much more dev- 
astating than anything the Nazis had two years ago. 
Also, he continues, the Germans are far less able 
to cope with air raids. 

They are using everything they have to the maxi- 
mum, and every raid means a diversion both for 
passive defense and for reconstruction. The great- 
est loss, however, is direct—the damage on that half 
of the German arsenal which is within easy reach 
of bombers based on England. Every block-buster 
on a railroad junction or a factory means fewer 
guns and fewer shells on some fighting front. That 
is the essence of -attrition. 

Not for a moment does Playfair suggest that the 
opponents of Hitler should rely on bombs alone. The 
usefulness of the bomber “does not mean that the 
Russians need no longer continue their heroic strug- 
gle against the German Army in the East or that the 
United Nations need not launch a large-scale mili-

There is nothing in his record-as a lawyer 
and a politician to indicate that he has any excelling 
talent for such an industrial assignment. 

On the other hand, there is every reason to 
believe that, while the patriotism of each is beyond 


question, Cripps and Churchill did not make a good |: 


team. Their social and political views are poles 
apart. Chufchill is conservative. Cripps is ultra- 
liberal. Further, Churchill knows the necessity 
for persuasion, while Cripps has always been in- 
clined to feel that it is enougli to prove that a 
proposition is logical to get it accepted, 

This lack of intellectual warmth in his nature— 
though his heart is full of sympathy—has always 
militated against his popularity. While few, if any, 
held him responsible for the failure of his mission 
to India, it did not add to his stature in the eyes 
of the man in the street. 

Further, it was his duty as the representative of 
the Churchill Government in the House of Commons 
to break some unpleasant news to the English people, 
for example, the decision against coal rationing 
when many persons could get no fuel. It may well 
be that he opposed certain of the Government's 
decisions in council, but once they were made, he 
had to announce them and defend ‘them. 

In the first place, Cripps became England’s No. 2 
man, not as an individual, but as a symbol. He did 


not. even have the pressure of a political party | 


behind him. He-came in on a tide of heavy re- 
verses, at a moment when the British people were 
most determined that these losses would have to 
be made good in the end with a better society for 
the ordinary man. Cripps was made into the per- 
sonified promise of that new day. 

Thus one of his close friends said that the Brit- 
ish people would stand by him so long as they be- 
lieved that he was waging. an uncompromising fight 
for their ideals, but that they would abandon him 
if they ever suspected him of taking up the ordinary 
politician’s expediency. 

And, in a sense, that has happened. Other English 
leaders, especially the Anglican Archbishops of 
Canterbury and York and the Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop of Westminster, have been arguing the case 
for social reform with an ever louder voice. Mean- 
while, Cripps, as a member of the Government, has 
been, for the most part, silent. And his silence has 
destroyed much of his usefulness to that Govern- 
ment. He is no longer its popular liberal buttress. 

Perhaps he should have adhered to his first deci- 
sion after returning from the Moscow Embassy, 
his decision to go into Commons as a one-man 
opposition. It would have been a more congenial 
and consistent role. It would have saved him from 
being, for the moment at least, a forsaken spokes- 
man. 
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SOME QUESTIONS ABOUT MR. HAY. 

Charles M. Hay has been appointed, as a repre- 
sentative of the public, to a War Labor Board 
regional council to assist in administration of the 
wage stabilization program. Charles M. Hay is 
counsel for the Brotherhood of Railway Clerks, 
Express Division, and has long been identified as an 
attorney for labor. 

How can Mr. Hay represent the public on the 
regional War Labor Board council while he repre- 
sents a labor brotherhood? Should not public mem- 
bers of such a body bring to it a complete disinter- 
estedness, so far as that is possible? At least, should 
not the public members be identified neither with 
industry nor with union labor? We'd like to know. 
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ANOTHER PRODUCTION SHOWDOWN. 

It is hardly encouraging to hear that, in spite of 
marked improvement in- war prodfiction, there has 
been another “showdown” between Donald Nelson 
and the Army and Navy chiefs. This time it is over 
Nelson’s order withdrawing from the Generals and 
the Admirals their authority over airplane produc- 
tion. 

Ostensibly, they are unwilling to see this vital 
work placed under the direction of Charles E. Wilson 
of the WPB. But there is a broad hint that this 
actually ig a revival of the old fight for control of 
the whole war economy and there is a further hint 
that, once more, the fight is going to be carried to 
the President. 

It is discouraging to find that this issue’ has not 
yet been settled. The public has had the impression 
that the control of war production had been ironed 
out, that technicians and managers were’ going to 
produce, that soldiers and sailors were going to fight. 
Now it turns out that an exception had been made 
in the case of aircraft. The result is a showdown. 

And there will be showdowns as long as there 
is divided command on the production front. This 
is so because requirements for airplane production 
are likely to conflict with those for making tanks 
and guns and what-not else. Thus, there simply 
must be some central authority for setting quotas 
based on available material. Even if we have gone 
a considerable way in establishing such authority in 
an at least partially reorganized WPB, there is no 
time to be lost in perfecting it. 
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A WORD ON HOW TO BE A COLONEL. 

These “How to....” books come and they go. There 
was that indescribable “How to Win Friends and In- 
fluence People.” There were a host of books during 
the depression that told how to make an elegant 
living no matter how obtuse you might be and no 
matter how sharp the competition. 

Now, with the war and the emphasis that the 
armed services are placing on gregariousness,. the 
“How to” trend is strongly along the line of how to 
‘win a Corporal’s chevrons, a Second Lieutenant's 
bars or even a Colonel's eagles. There is all sorts of 
sage advice on how to avoid’ KP and how to keep out 
of the guardhouse. Probably the number of Napo- 
leons created by these books will not be much great- 
er than the combined number of diplomats and 
financial wizards who “owe their all” to those earlier 
“How to” books of the Golden Age and Great De- 
pression days, | 

The old Army rule of “keep your eyes and ears 
open, your mouth shut” should yield a higher per- 
centage even in this day of mechanized warfare.

HE war with Germany looks pretty good 
T for the Allies at this time. Hitler is 

putting up a fight for Tunisia, chiefly 
with air power, and Allied spokesmen now 
say it wil] take longer than first calculated 
to capture Bizerte and Tunis. 


At the same time, however, the Russians 
have opened up an offensive which thus far 
has made swift progress, Discounting the 
customary Russian claims to have killed 
umpty-ump thousand Germans at a sitting, 
the drive is fanning out around Stalingrad 
and up toward Voronezh, and there are 
rumors of a ble German retreat to the 
Don in the near“future. The German push 
for the Grozny oil fields, down in the Cau- 
casus, also appears to have stalled. 


For these Russian successes considerable 
credit, we think, must be given the Western 
Allies, who have forced Hitler to swing a 
good deal of his air power to North Africa. 


In Libya, the British are still chasing 
Marshal Rommel’s Afrika Korps toward 
El Aghelia, where he may or may not make 
a stand. Whatever he does, Rommel’s Afri- 
can goose seems to be about cooked. 


Mussolini’s miseries grow deeper every 
time the R. A. F, plasters another of his 
industrial cities or ports, which is every 
other night or so. Vague but persistent 
rumors keep circulating ‘that Italy is closer 
quitting the war than most people imag- 
ne, 


Bloodless Victory at Dakar. 


Down on the west bulge of Africa, Dakar 
has come over to the Allies, along with all 
of French West Africa (1,800,000 square 
miles, 15,000,000 people), if Admiral Darlan’s 
orders to Dakar to come on over carried any 
—— and Allied spokesmen think they 


Assuming Dakar is ours or soon wil] be, 
and peaceably, some of our heavy. thinkers 
are registering great pain—because Darlan 
swung it, or will’swing it. Darlan is an 
opportunist if nothing worse, and everybody, 
including Darlan, knows it. But the heavy 
thinkers’ idea seems to be that we should 
have taken Dakar the hard way, with co- 
pious losses of American lives, planes and 
ships, rather than do business with Darian. 

The fact is that our Government is un- 
der no illusions about Mr. Darlan, and 
frankly says it is using him for what it’ 


can get from him—which at this time is 
plenty. The heavy thinkers might do well 
to recal] the crack the Anti-Saloon. League 
big shots used to make whenever they were 
given an important piece of money by some 
fellow known to be personally a rat: “God 
sent it, though the devil brought it.” 


All in all, things look better than fair in 
our war with Germany. It will probably 
take a long time’ to win it. We can still 
lose it; but it becomes a little harder every 
day to see how. 


Successes in the Pacific. 


As for the war with Japan, things look 
fairly good at the moment. 


We are still cashing in on the big Nov. 
13-15 naval victory over the Japanese in- 
vasion force that tried to take Guadalcanal 
airport. The marines apparently have 
wiped out the Japs who threatened them 
from the east of the airport, and may be 
~~ to push those on the west into the 
water. 


The Australians of MacArthur’s command 
have entered Gona, on the North New Gui- 
nea coast, and MacArthur’s Americans are 
less than a mile outside Buna. The Japs in 
New Guinea’ may yet have to show the 
world how good they are at copying the 
British operation at Dunkerque in. June, 
1940, though on a smaller scale. 


All this is fine. But you glance at the 
map of the enormous land and sea areas 
Japan has conquered since Pear! Harbor, 
less than a year ago, it is apparent that 
we have only made a good beginning. We 
have a right to congratulate ourselves on 
that much, but no more. . 


That the Japs still have some tricks in 
their bag is shown by the reports that they 
are building up their strength on Timor, big 
ex-Portuguese-Dutch island on which might 
be based an invasion of Australia from the 
Northwest. : 


Nor has anything been heard of late from 
the Aleutians, where the Japanese at last 
report still held Kiska, with its good harbor 
and their submarine base, and seemed to 
have re-established themselves on Attu. As 
long as the short, direct Aleutian route to 
Japan itself remains clogged with Japanese 
able and anxious to fight, we cannot exert 
maximum hitting power against Japan.

WLB RESOLUTION TIGHTENS 


RULES IN ‘ESCAPE’ CLAUSES 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP).— 
The War Labor Board acted yes- 
terday to prevent unions or em- 
ployers from nullifying the intent 
of the 15-day “escape” provision in 


maintenance-of-membership orders. 


When the board orders a union 


maintenance system it commonly 


allows 15 days before the clause 
takes effect. In that period, any 
member may withdraw from the 
union if he does not wish to be 
bound to remain it as a condition 
of employment for the duration of 
the contract. 

The board adopted a resolution 
making it clear that any employe 
may withdraw in that 15-day pe- 
riod without losing his job, regard- 
less of the union’s constitution or 
rules. The resolution made it clear 
also that employers must refrain 
from influencing employes to quit 
the union. 

A board announcement accom- 
panying the resolution said the ac- 
tion was taken “to correct certain 
abuses which have arisen.” 


MILK DISTRIBUTERS TO CONFER 
WITH CITY AND OPA TOMORROW 


A conference of milk distribu- 
ters, representatives of the Office 
of Price Administration and city 
officials, to determine what steps 
can be taken to obtain milk for 10 
city institutions for the December- 
February quarterly period, will be 
held tomorrow at City Hall at the 
request of Mayor Becker. 

The meeting was called after 
Supply Commissioner William R. 
Orthwein told the Mayor that dis- 
tributers did not offer any bids to 
supply milk to the institutions be- 
cause of the impending milk short- 
age.

On the assumption that we win 
the war and succeed in estab-

On the contrary, the gen- 
eral movement of peoples should be 
the other way—provided we have 
the prudence'to make thé initial 
investments which can open up 
opportunity in the outer world. 

Many of the Americans who are 
now moving out into all parts of 
the world will find ‘a satisfying 
life’s work in the development of 
the vast undeveloped regions of the 
globe. They will open up new 
frontiers as their forefathers did.

If, on the other hand, 
we use the power which victory 
will give us to make the world 
safe for the humble and open for 
the enterprising, we can without 
uncharity maintain the immigra- 
tion laws, and we shall find that

Chance to Invest. 

T is true that in the very first 

post-war period, which. Hoover 
calls “the acute peried,” we shall 
have to share our food’and certain 
other supplies with the war-strick- 
en peoples. abroad, But this« pe- 
riod need not be long. Hoover re- 
minds us that after the last war 
it lasted from. November, 1918, un- 
til after the harvest of 1919. This 
time it may last through two har- 
vests, but it need not be longer 
than that—provided we use the 
world-wide supply system built up 
for war purposes to lend them or 
give them the tools ‘and the ma- 
terials to become self-sustaining 
again. The human capacity for 
recuperation is greater than we 
think. And so is the adaptability 
of men. In London, for example, 
I was told on the highest author- 
ity that if priorities for certain 
fertilizers could be obtained, the 
British Isles, which for a century 
have depended on imported food, 
could within a year grow 90 per 
cent of the necessary food supply. 

We have, however, a greater end 
to achieve than to save men from 
dying of hunger and ourselves 
from having to live in a world 
scourged by pestilence, and of be- 
ing faced thereafter, as Hoover 
says, with masses of “physical de- 
generates and potential gangsters.” 
Our greater end is to prime the 
pump which will, so to speak, cause 
the desert to bloom—to make the 
initial investments in the form of 
materials, and technical knowledge 
and promotion, which will start 
the undeveloped regions of the 
world on a great development., In 
the primitive places this means, 
after political security is estab- 
lished, communications and public 
works and the exploration of their 
hidden resources. In the sparsely 
inhabited and poorer countries it 
means the encouragement of the 
simpler industries which, in the 
natural evolution of things, will 
become the foundation of the more 
complex capital goods industries. 


How U. S. Can Prosper. —

Louis Orchestra Plays 
Tschaikowsky Concerto. 


Tschaikowsky’s plundered Piano 
Concerto No. 1, which was such a 
gold mine for popular song writers 
for a year or two, provided the 
vehicle in which Rudolph Ganz, 
former conductor of the St. Louis 
Symphony, made his reappearance 
yesterday afternoon at the Opera 
House,’ as guest artist. 

Well familiar with every slight 
detail of the work, which he played 
on another visit in 1936, Ganz gave 
the concerto a highly intelligent 
reading, .even if one less dynamic 
and theatrical than is ordinarily 
expected. His excellent understand- 
ing served him equally well for the 
sharp chords and quick releases of 
the familiar introduction to the 
first movement and the stirring 
coda of the final movement, as 
well as for the many, profuse elab- 
orations between these points, and 
he was able to make the rhap- 
sodical material of the cadenza 
seem the improvising of a brilliant 
musical scholar. 

Conductor Golschmann supplied 
firm orchestral co-ordination. and 
the applause at the finish of the 
work was so enthusiastic and sus- 
tained that the guest artist played 
two encores, a Chopin nocturne 
and mazurka. 

The major orchestral work on 
the program, which ig to be re- 
peated tonight, is the Shostako- 
vitch First Symphony, played by 
the orchestra in 1939 under the di- 
rection of Carlos Chavez. 

Shostakovitch’s infinite variety 
is everywhere evident in this com- 
position, which is by turns banter 
ing and reflective, brazenly bold 
and darkly mysterious, serene and 
strident and of many other colors} 
as well.

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VEDITERRANEAN LIFELINE POSSIBLE ALLIED INVASION 


@ With the windup of the North African campaign, the Allies will have com- 
pleted one of the greatest repair operations in history—the splicing of the 
Mediterranean lifeline. Once-upon a time it was strictly a British Empire life- 
line, tying together England and the Near East, India, Singapore and Australia. 
Since Dec. 7, 1941, it has been a United Nations lifeline and it has been longer 
than a year since British East and West Mediterranean fleets could claim control 
of the Mediterranean and mark the lifeline open to traffic, Air power rather 
than sea power determines control in World War Il of landlocked seas such 
as the Mediterranean. Air power held by land-based planes spreads out the 
serial umbrella beneath which seapower can push through the convoys, Splicing 
of the Mediterranean lifeline, therefore, resolved into a land operation—the 
capture of all of North Africa. As British and American land units pushed east 
end west from Gibraltar and Alexandria they won airfields, each a socket for 
an aerial umbrella swinging several hundred miles out over the Mediterranean. 
Military observers anticipate the splicing task will be completed—when the 
land operations are completed—before the end of the year. Then the Allies 
will be in a position to transform their 2500-mile lifeline into a whip with 


which to lash the underside of the Axis. 


® There has been much consideration of Hitler jumping immediately onto the 
Hensive to recapture the military advantage that stems therefrom. The 
problem for him now is where to jump, for the man who carved off gigantic 
hunks of geography in his heydey is suffering from territorial-indigestion. Hitler 
hts too much “conquered” country to defend. From the Atlantic to the 
Caspian Sea he has been put everywhere on the defensive by the "military 
idiots" he scorned a few weeks ago. The Russians already are biting big holes 
in his southeastern armies, The British Eighth Army has virtually gobbled up 
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the Afrika Korps. Whatever Hitler had in Tripoli and Tunisia and whatever he. 
shipped in there hurriedly is in a good way of being snapped up by the 
American and British invaders, The Mediterranean shore of Axis-held territory 
is vulnerable all the way. In Gibraltar the Allies have a leg up already on 
the Spanish peninsula and many observers believe Franco is merely shadow- 
boxing for Hitler's benefit when he promises to fight anyone who uses Spanish 
territory as a shortcut to the enemy. 


@ The Western Mediterranean is a bomber's paradise from the standpoint 
of distance and the number of targets sitting like ducks on the north shore. 
From the “hump” of Algiers and Tunisia Italy is just a healthy broad jump 
for invasion forces via Sicily and Sardinia. Further east Crete and Greece are 
possible though less likely targets for Allied offensives. Crete was a costly 
operation when Hitler took it. It probably would be as costly if the Allies 
tried to retake it. Turkey is reportedly much impressed with Allied victories 
in recent weeks. American lend-lease aid has been trickling into Turkey; more 
will come now that the Mediterranean lifeline is reopened and the trip is 
shortened some 7000 miles from the Cape of Good Hope detour. This may 
be enough to help swing Turkey's splendid flanking position south of Hitler's 
Russian armies, into the Allied camp. And while the Allies with their renewed 
lifeline have eased the problem of supplyirig their armies and their friends, 
Germany's supply lines continue to cross “conquered” but still hostile countries. 
In the Balkans, the Ukraine, Greece and France sabotage is doing much to cut 


Nazi supply moverhents to mere driblets.
